Upland City Council moves closer 


to approving refuse rate increase 


The Upland City Council 
grudgingly moved close Monday 
night to finally approving a request 
by C.V. Disposal Service for 30 
percent more revenue sought since 
last September. 

Although no formal vote was 
taken during the work session on the 
refuse contract, four of the five 
council members expressed a 
willingness — however reluctant — 
to raise refuse rates. 

But the council made it clear to Al 
Simonian, general manager for C.V. 
Disposal, that the increases were 


‘tied to his pledges for improved 


service. 

Only Councilman Bill Bottin said 
he could not approve the rate 
increases. 

Bottin continued to insist that the 
firm provide more detailed financial 
information about operations in 
Upland. 

“T haven't heard anything really 
new here tonight, other than what 
‘I've heard before,’’ he said, 
referring to three previous hearings 
on the refuse rates. 

“T for one certainly am not in a 
position to make a recommendation 
one way or another,’’ Bottin said. 

Approval of a revised schedule of 
refuse rates will be before the 
council Jan. 15. City Attorney 
Donald Maroney said the new rates 
could go into effect Feb. 1. 

Owners of single-family homes 
would pay $7.22 on their water bills 
every other month under the 
proposed raté-schedule. That rate is 
24.5 percent higher than the current 
rate for homes with garbage 
disposals and 11.1 percent higher 
than the charge for homes without 
garbage disposals. 

The new rate schedule ends lower 
rates for homes with garbage 
disposals because relatively higher 
rates in sewer rental charges for 
these homes were eliminated during 
increases effective last October. 

The rates for apartments and 
condominiums would be $6.90 for the 
first unit and $5 for each additional 
unit. These increases are about 19 
percent higher than current charges 
for units with garbage disposals. 

Proposed commercial rates vary, 
with increases of 28 percent and 
higher. 

Several council members said the 
new rates are comparable with 
nearby cities. 

The council members indicated 
they were well aware the rate 
increases could be an unpopular 
decision, particularly in light of 
residents’ complaints about C.V. 


Disposal's performance. 

“‘T have more calls and letters on 
this matter than anything else since 
I've been on the council,” said 
Mayor George Gibson, who has 
served on the city council since 1964 

Simonian said ‘‘publicity” a 
“exposure’’ of the refuse rate 
question prompted many of the calls 
as the issue has dragged on for more 
than three months. 

He added that it is unfair to judge 
C.V. Disposal by its performance 
during the last three weeks because 
of the refuse problems posed by 
Christmas trees and other holiday 
discards. 

Simonian stressed that he 
personally follows up on many 
residents’ complaints. He and 
council members noted residents 
create many of the problems by 
failing to meet Upland’s packaging 
requirements. 

Simonian said the disposal firm 
needs the added revenue to get 
approval for bank loans to buy 
$250,000 worth of equipment now and 
another $250,000 worth in two or 


three years. The new equipment is 


vital to 
added. 
He outlined a nine-point program 
for improving refuse service in the 
city. This program includes bringing 
in a veteran supervisor, stressing 
geographic responsibility to 
particular employees for their 
areas, possibly introducing a pilot 
program of supplying receptacles, 
following up customers’ calls and 
holding weekly meetings with 
employees on service and safety.

The Upland Traffic Safety 
Advisory Committee has ruled out 
hiring school crossing guards and is 
exploring ways of finding volunteers 
to meet increased requests for 
guards in the wake of school busing 
cutbacks.

building moratorium

The Upland City Council last 
week extended a :aoratorium by 150 
days on accepting most applications 
for new development on Euclid 
Avenue from the San Bernardino 
Freeway north to Eugene Court. 

City staff sought the extension to 
give the planning department more 
time to develop guidelines for future 
uses along Euclid. 

Concern by Upland officials over 
proposed conversions of residential 
property to commercial use 
prompted the moratorium. 

Upland’s previous 90-day 
moratorium expired Dec. 30. 

Bob Nastase, city planning 
associate, said the planning depart- 
ment has collected most of the infor- 
mation needed for its study but 
could face delays once staff begins 
focusing on possible recommen- 
dations and residents make their 
views known. 

“Once we've collected all the 
data, we're going to try to develop 
action plans. 

‘“‘When we present a study 
with alternatives to the planning 
commission, there may be con- 
troversy that will cause us to do 
more study before a report comes to 
council and action might be taken,” 
Nastase said. 

He said the planning department 
hopes to present its study to the 
planning commission within 90 days, 
but added the review would 
probably take longer to reach the 
council, 

Nastase noted the planning 
department is taking a ‘‘block-by- 
block’’ look at Euclid from the 
freeway to Eugene Court (located 
just north of Foothill Boulevard) 

He added that staff members are 
reviewing historic, architectural 
and scenic aspects of Euclid. 
Nastase said students from Califor- 
nia State Polytechnic University, 
Pomona, are assisting in the study. 

Euclid Avenue is listed in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places 


Before the council meeting, Plan- 
ning Director Bill Young said 
specific recommendations have not 
yet been drafted but will probably 
include some zone changes. 


Although most of the buildings 
along Euclid Avenue now are single- 
family homes, much of the zoning is 
for commercial use. 


Young said the possible zone 
changes would be aimed at retaining 
residential use for certain proper- 
ties in the future. 

Proposed conversions of. residen- 
tial property to commercial uses 
prompted the study, but Young also 
noted commercial zoning is a 
stumbling block for homeowners 
seeking to make additions and im- 
provements on their houses. 

He added that a current traffic 
study of Euclid Avenue by L.D. King 
Co. Ine. of Ontario will show some 
properties ill-suited for 
retail-commercial uses generating 
heavy traffic. 

Lower levels of commercial use 
might be appropriate in those cases, 
Young said. 

Applications for single-family 
homes and projects under review 
before Oct. 2 are exempt from the 
provisions of the ordinance. 

Young said he does not know yet if 
the study wiil recommend banning 
one-lot conversions from residential 
to commercial use. 

Minimum parking requirements 


and lot widths for commercial 
properties are being studied with an 
eve toward: possible code 
amendments. 


Most homes located in commer- 
cial zones have narrow frontages 
restricting commercial use in 
single-lot conversions and hamper- 
ing parking and access. 

City officials have also expressed 
concern over mixed land uses as 
some residential properties are con- 
verted but others are not. 

Staff members had recommended 
a 90-day extension of the 
moratorium, but City Attorney 
Donald Maroney noted the council 
was permitted only one extension 
under state law. 

The council voted 4-0, with Frank 
Hoover absent, to extend the 
moratorium 150 days to cover time 
needed to complete the study and 
public hearings. 

Young said the planning 
department's work load prevented 
completion of the study in the 
original 90 days. The current 
moratorium will expire June 1. 


Upland firemen get 


good marks in study 


An independent study of Upland’s 
fire defenses gives the city good 
marks overall, but points to the need 
to improve its fire prevention 
program and to buy an aerial plat- 
form truck. 

Fire Protection Engineers ‘of San 
Francisco completed the 62-page 
study late last year. 

The consulting firm conluded, 
“The municipal fire defenses of 
Upland are considered good to ex- 
cellent. 

“The fire department is well 
staffed and equipped to deal with 
potential fire protection problems at 
hand and those anticipated in the 
‘immediately foreseeable future. 
With some adjustments, service can 
be improved at low cost.” 

Among the report's recommen- 
dations are: 

— Building code amendments be 
adopted to strengthen ‘‘built-in fire 
protection” so that the ‘‘maximum 
unprotected building size and height 


Youth sports impasse 
No alternative seen to raising players’ fees

The study recommends requiring 
installation of automatic fire 
sprinkler systems in future 
buildings where the potential fire 
threat exceeds the fire 
department's fire flow capacity, 
water delivery of 4,000 gallons per 
minute. 

Retroactive installation of 
automatic sprinkler systems is 
recommended for existing buildings 
where fire flow exceeds 4,500 gpm. 

— The report calls past fire 
prevention efforts ‘‘sporadic and 
limited in effectiveness,’’ and urges 
continuation of recent efforts to im- 
prove the program. 

— Upland should acquire an aerial 
platform truck costing about $115,- 
000 plus annual personnel costs for 
manning the equipment. . 

The truck would strengthen 
Upland’s ability to fight fires at tall 
buildings or structures with large 
floor areas. 

— Public paramedic service 
should be introduced to the fire 
department in cooperation with 
private ambulance firms’ continued 
presence in the city. 

In authorizing the $8,500 study, the 
Upland City Council said one of the 
purposes was to find out what the 
city might do to lower fire insurance 
premiums in Upland. ‘ 

The Insurance Services Office 
(ISO) — trade association for fire 
insurance companies — is scheduled 
to rate Upiand fire defenses early 
this year. 


The study estimates Upland can 
expect a rating improvement of at 
least one class compared to the last 
ISO evaluation in 1965. 

Upiand currently is a Class 6 city 
for fire protection, and Fire Protec- 
tion Engineers says the city would 
be a Class 5 today and Class 4 with 
the recommendations outlined. 


However, in an apparent dis- 
crepancy, the report estimates 
Upland would already be a Class 4 
city in its category-by-category 
analysis of fire protection strengths 
and weaknesses. 

Fire Chief Don Justis said the 
report contained no surprises for the 
fire department, and added that the 
study indicates Upland is ‘‘moving 
in the right direction” to improve 
fire protection.

“disappointed” by the plan. ‘‘Our 
wilderness areas are a priceless 
national heritage, yet the Forest 
Service has seen fit to protect less 
than one quarter of them,’ said 
William A. Turnage, executive 
director of the society. 


OIA replacement 
runway given okay 
by airport board 


Preliminary plans for 
construction of a replacement 
runway at Ontario International 
Airport were approved by the Los 
Angeles Board of Airport 
Commissioners Monday 


To be constructed to handle the 
tremendous weight of wide-body 
jets, the new east to west runway 
will be located 700 feet south and 
2,200 feet east of the existing main 
runway 


Daniel, Mann, Johnson and 
Mendenhall, the firm which 
prepared the preliminary plan, was 
given the go-ahead to proceed with 
the preparation of a more detailed 
final plan. 


Airport authorities are currently 
expecting a contract for 
construction of the runway to be 
awarded in April for work to be 
completed in October of 1980. 


The total cost of the project. 
including taxiways, flood control 
channel modifications and lighting, 
is estimated at $15 million.

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Chaffey district seniors fall 


below average in spelling test

Staff Writer 

Chaffey Joint Union High School District seniors fell 
snort in spelling but kept pace with fellow California 
seniors in reading, written expression and mathematics 
test scores last spring. 

Their average spelling score on the California Test of 
Basic Skills was slightly below the range of scores of the 
middle 50 percent of seniors in districts considered to be 
comparable. 

The Chaffey average on the spelling test was 66.6 per- 
cent correct compared to a range of 66.9 to 68.9 percent 
correct for seniors in the middle 50 percent of com- 
parable districts. 

When the scores were presented at a school board 
meeting Monday night, district officials said spelling is 
largely a subject that should be learned before high 
school. 

“Spelling is pretty basic. If it’s not learned at the 
elementary level, it's pretty hard to catch up at the high 
school level,’’ said Robert Erickson, assistant 
superintendent in charge of instruction. 

The results were presented for each of the five 
comprehensive high schools in the district as well as for 
the district as a whole. 

They compare the district and individual schools to 
other California districts and schools that are similar in 
community economic makeup and sixth grade achieve-

WEST COVINA — A chronic shor- 
tage of unleaded gasoline would 
undo years of effort in cleaning up 
Southern California’s polluted air, 
the South Coast Air Quality Manage: 
ment District board was warned 
Friday. 

Such a shortage would force the 
use of leaded gasoline in cars 
equipped with catalytic converters, 
making those pollution control 
devices virtually inoperative. 

The failure of those devices would 
release hundreds of tons of 
pollutants throughout the four- 
county South Coast air basin. 

Air quality could then worsen ‘as 
early as next summer,’’ Jack 
Nevitt, the district's director of 
evaluation and planning, told the 


board. 

The board authorized its executive 
officer, J. A. ‘‘Jeb’’ Stuart, to take 
the steps required to avert a shor- 
tage, although Stuart said, ‘‘We're 
not predicting a shortage.”’ 

Spot shortages of unleaded gas- 
oline were reported in Southern 
California late last year, particular- 
ly at Shell Oil Co. stations, 

Catalytic converters have been 
part of most American-made cars 
Starting with the 1975 models. 

As newer cars replace older ones, 
the demand for unleaded gasoline in 
Southern California is expected to 
increase — from 60 percent of all 
gasoline sold this year to 90 percent 
in 1985. 

The staff report on the air quality 
impact of a shortage of unleaded 
gasoline was requested by Dr. 


Thomas Heimsheimer, a Rolling 
Hills City Council member and vice 
chairman of the district board. 


Heimsheimer, a physicist, asked 
for the report after he found the 1978 
“smog season’’ was ‘‘even worse 
than what the weather indicated it 
should have been.”’ 


District officials have termed 1978 
the worst year in this decade for air 
quality in Southern California. 


The report indicated that a signifi- 
cant percentage of late-model cars 
in California are being. ‘‘intentional- 
ly misfueled with leaded gasoline.’’ 
The estimates range from 5 to 15 
percent.

Modern-day immunization plan 
keeping polio under control

A reported polio case in Alameda 
County will cause little concern in 
San Bernardino County, according 
to the department of health. 

Because of the success of last 
year’s community immunization 
program, 88 percent of the school- 
age children in the county have been 
innoculated against the disease. 
according to Dr. Donald Rice, chief 
of disease control for the 
department of health. 

Rice said the circumstances 
Surrounding the Alameda County 
case are so rare that duplication 

would be next to impossible. 

* The Alameda County case 
involves a 33-yar-old father who 
; allegedly became infected with the 
» disease through an innoculation 
given his infant son. 

. | The father has become paralyzed 
* and is being treated in a respirator. 


Rice said he knows of no other 
cases of an adult in the state 
catching the disease under such 
circumstances. 

However, Rice said it is known 
that many people become infected 
with the disease without serious side 
effects, or without ever knowing 
they have contacted a simple case of 
a polio - like - related disease. 

Some may even become infected 
through innoculations given their 
children which manifests itself in 
flu-like symptoms, he said. 

Rice said there is simply no way 
of knowing how many persons 
contact the disease in simple form, 
or in an inncculation-like manner, 
and who nevei: even know it. 

The vaccine fed children isn’t a 
live polio virus, but one that has 
been cultured to a degree that the 
possibility of its manifesting itself is 
‘one in several million,’’ Rice said. 

Doses of the tame virus are 


generally given an infant at 2 
months of age, then at one year and 
then another before entering school. 

Rice said there is no need for 
further doses of the vaccine because 
the disease usually strikes those 
under 18 and the third dosage would 
be effective that long. 

For that reason it was given the 
name “‘infantile paralysis,’ during 
its heyday in the 1930s, 40s and early 
50s. 

The last reported case of polio in 
an adult in the county was in 1970. 

The National Committee on 
Immunization Practices 
recommends that no one over 18 
take the polio vaccine, since it was 
discovered a few years ago that 
adults often times get a reaction to 
the tame virus 

But Rice said that if the disease 
became rampant again the chances 
of getting polio would necessitate 
the innoculation of adults.

Foothill Freeway

for superintendent

Despite the protests of two board 
members and teacher association 
representatives, the trustees of the 
Ontario-Montclair School District 
voted to hire a private consulting 
firm to help locate a replacement 
for departing Superintendent Jack 

» Jones 

In a split decision, the board voted 
« 3-2 to hire Hilton D. Bell, a private 
¢ consultant based in San Clemente 
{ who screened and recommended the 
‘ hiring of Jones six years ago. His fee 
is approximately $2,000 

Applicants will be vying for the 
job of superintendent, the district's 
top position, vacated when Jones ac- 
cepted a job in a private company in 
December. 

Trustees Bill Hennie and Kathy 
Brugger voted against hiring an out- 
side consultant to do a job they both 
said could be handled just as effecti- 
vely by district personnel more fam- 
iliar with the needs of the district 
, |We're talking about spending 

ymoney we shouldn't be spending at 
this time,’’ Hennie said, noting the 
voters’ overwhelming approval of 
Proposition 13, which indicated dis- 
trict costs should be kept to a mini- 
mum. 

‘We have qualified people in’ the 
district who are capable of doing the 
interviewing and screening for the 
position,’’ Hennie said, ‘‘and since 
they have a vested interest, they 
could probably do a better job.’ 

He added, ‘‘The only thing a con- 
sultant or consulting firm will do is 
come in cold, with no knowledge of 
the district, and advertise for the 
position, 

“We're living in a dreamland if 
we think they won't be biased in 
their choice,’’ Hennie said. ‘‘They 
have their cliques, their favorites 
and they know where to go”’ to find 
candidates. 

Mrs. Brugger added, ‘‘My argu- 
ment is with the money. I would like 
to go with the consultant if it’s under 
$2,000, but I can see now that it 
doesn’t look like we can.” 


Trustee Sam DiGiovanni, the 
most outspoken in favor of hiring 
the consultant, noted Hennie’s argu- 
ments that people qualified to han 
dle the job of superintendent were 
already employed in the district. 

“If the best person for the job is in 
the district now, and if after every- 
thing was said and done he came out 
on top, then I'd say great for the dis- 
trict,’’ DiGiovanni said. 

He responded to teacher associa- 
tion arguments by indicating, ‘‘Tea- 
chers have in the past voiced 
positions against hiring a consul- 
tant. But regardless of how edu- 
cated they are, there are times 
when these people ask for a consul- 
tant’ to help them with a federal 
program 


‘We feel we need professional 
help, just as they do on occasion,’ 
DiGiovanni said, adding that almost 
$90,400 was spent in 1976-77 for con- 
sultants to help teachers administer 
federal programs, and the figure 
was about $40,000 in 1977-78. 


‘Because of the magnitude of the 
position and the amount of money a 
superintendent will be handling, I 
know of no other fair way to find the 
right person for the job other than 
hiring a professional consultant,” 
DiGiovanni said. 

Beverly Cowan, Ontario-Mont- 
clair Teachers Association presi- 
dent, noted that when a new 
program is being considered in a 
school a needs assessment is usually 
conducted first, and suggested the 
same method be introduced before a 
consultant is hired. 

“At least we would now the needs 
of the district—how enrollment and 
unification will affect it,’’ Mrs. Co- 
wan said. ‘‘There’s no reason to rush 
things with so much groundwork 
still to be done.”’ 

She repeated Hennie’s comment 
that there are qualified people with- 
in the district capable of handling 
the interviewing and screening pro- 
cess without the hiring of a consul- 
tant. 


Ontario-Montclair 


district and CSEA 
reach agreement 


After more than half a year of ne- 
gotiations, a declaration of impasse, 
and the use of a mediator, a final 
cuntract has been reached between 
the California School Employees As- 
sociation chapter 108 and the Onta- 
rio-Montclair School District. 

The CSEA membership and the 
OMSD board both approved the final 
contract unanimously in late De- 
cember, finalizing the first contract 
negotiated between the association 


and the district through collective 


bargaining. 

The association represents non- 
certificated ernployees, who do not 
teach but perform other functions 
within the school district. Most are 
employed as bus drivers, 
custodians, secretaries, cafeteria 
workers, classroom aides and 
maintenance men. 

Trustee Sam DiGiovanni noted, 
“I'd like to thank them (the CSEA) 
for getting this thing over with, and 
I'd Uke to compliment them for 
handling themselves so profession- 
ally.”’ 

The two-year contract allows the 
association to renegotiate any mon- 
etary item plus another item of its 
own choosing after one year, ac- 
cording to the chairmen of the nego- 
tiating teams. 

Charles Robar, assistant superin- 
tendent in charge of personnel and 
chairman of the district negotiating 
team, said the district was ‘pleased 
it’s a two-year contract with re- 

 openers—it’s a beneficial way to go. 

The multi-year contract, rather 
than a one-year contract, creates a 
period of ‘‘employer-employee har- 
mony and gives both sides an oppor- 
tunity to work for the kids,’’ Robar 
said. 

Brenda Hemry, association nego- 
tiating team chairman, said she was 
very relieved to have the contract

we didn’t get agency shop but for th 
non-money item we'll probably ask 
the district to renegotiate it with 
us. 

Mary Ann Foschi, association 
president, noting the significant in- 
crease in fringe benefits offered in 
the new contract, said, ‘‘A lot of 
members said take the money and 
go for agency shop later.” 

Mrs. Hemry, a secretary at Ra- 
mona School, explained that agency 
shop is a concept that requires all 
school district employees rep- 
resented by the association to pay 
dues to the associatin, whether the 
employees become members or not. 

Association officials argued that 
if the association is required by 
state law to represent any employee: 
during a labor dispute or grievance, 
all employees should pay regular 
membership dues to the association, 
regardless of whether they choose to 
belong to the association or to call 
themselves members. 

‘*Most agency members feel the 
same way—everyone should pay 
their fair share,’ Mrs. Foschi said. 


Mrs. Foschi, a secretary in the 
district accounting office, noted that 
these items were most importat in 
the contract: 


— Partial medical benefits for re- 
tiring employees. 


— A split-shift differential giving 
additonal pay to employees who 
have regular split-shifts. 


— An increased fringe benefits 
package to make up for the inability 
of the district to give salary increas- 
es. 


— A better transfer policy requir- 
ing the district to notify an mploy- 
ee in writing before a tranfer to 
another job location is made.

Life in Washington, D. C., is a dis- 
tinet contrast to life in Covina for 
Jackie Lloyd 


Mrs. Lloyd's husband, Jim, won 
his third bid as District 35 
Congressional representative last 
November. After being home for 
several months, they have flown 
the 96th session of 
Congress 


The problem with two homes is 
keeping everything straight,’’ Mrs 
Lloyd said. ‘‘I may think I have my 
brown shoes and purse in the same 
place, only to find the shoes are in 
Washington and the purse is in 
Covina 


‘I can't keep things straight,”’ she 
laughed. ‘‘I’m a person who has a 
place for everything and everything 
in its place, but with two homes, 
that is difficult.”’ 


In Covina, she has a seven-room, 
2% bath home with a big yard. In 
Washington, the Lloyds have a one- 
bedroom condominium of 900 square 
feet 

‘When we’re in Washington, it’s

Life in Washington, D.C, differs from Covina 


like we're staying in a hotel,’’ she 
said. ‘‘We seldom eat at home, 
maybe Saturday night or Sunday — 
weekends are quiet in Washington. ”’ 

She explained there are many 
breakfast meetings and luncheons to 
attend, though Mrs, Lloyd said she 
only goes to the ones where she is in- 
vited. ‘‘Otherwise, I catch a 
sandwich at the office and we'll 
have dinner out,’’ she said 

The congressman's wife goes to 
the office with her husband every 
day. She is there from 8 a.m. to 
generally 10 p.m., ‘‘and never are 
we finished before 7 p.m.”’ 

Mrs. Lloyd is not employed by her 
husband, but handles the personal 
mail, personal bookkeeping (an of- 
fice manager handles Lloyd’s work 
account) and acts as an ambassador 


to visiting constituents. She has lost 
covrt of the number of tours she has 
guided through the Capitol and the 
city. 

“Everyone who tours the Capitol 
leaves with a pride in their country 
and a better understanding of its 
democratic system,”’ she said. ‘‘It is 
so important for young people to see 
Washington, and if I had my way, 
I'd send every youngster there to 
visit.” 

She described the expressions of 
awesome pride on visitors’ faces 
when they see the Lincoln Monu- 
ment for the first time. 

“T get all tingly just thinking 
about it,” she said. 

The Washington social life of the 
Lloyds is interwoven with events 
which involve the congressman's 


work. 

‘“We go to a lot of receptions, but 
have been invited to only a few em- 
bassies. That’s because Jim’s com- 
mittee work isn’t involved in that 
direction,” she said. 


Receptions given by big business 
concerns, bankers and others are 
given often. Mrs. Lloyd admitted 
her husband prefers to walk in the 
front door, paste on his name tag, go 
through the reception line and out 
the back door. 


“We've gone to as many as four 
receptions in one night,” she said, 
“and we allow 15 to 20 minutes for 
each. Jim doesn’t take me all the 
time because I can’t walk away 


wants to come and go as quickly as 
possible.” 

A social event Mrs. Lloyd will 
plan herself, as president of the 
California Congressmen's Wives, 
will be a luncheon to welcome the 
nine new congressmen’s wives from 
the Golden State. 


While in Covina from August until 
last week, Jackie Lloyd spent the 
majority of her time on campaign 
tours with her husband. Once the 
victory was won, she settled down to 
household duties. The yard needed 
attention. A decision was made to 
cut down a big tree, and more 
security measures were planned for 
the house. Even though the home 
has a security system hooked up to 
the Covina Police Station, Mrs. 
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Lloyd said she’d feel more secure 
with protection over some windows. 

Having two homes to think about 
is part of being a congressman’s 
wife, and Mrs. Lloyd takes it in 
stride. 


But one thing which bothers her 
are critical remarks made about her 
husband, particularly those flung 
during campaigns. 


“T resent the misrepresentations 
during campaign time and the dif- 
ficulty of getting to those people 
where a bad seed has been planted. I 
will never be reconciled to such 
criticism,”’ she said. 


Even though she is in her 
husband’s office every day, Mrs. 
Lloyd misses working side by side 
with Jim as when they ran a public 
relations business in Covina. 


“IT miss working as Jim andj 
Jackie Lloyd — this is Jim’s job and 
I help when I’m needed,”’ she said. 


The Lloyds’ work in Washington 
may not be a Jim and Jackie 
routine, but it’s a good guess the 
perky little lady, who “can’t walk 
away from people,’’ has made her 
impact on Capito! Hill as she has in 
the California 35th District.

Large dogs victims of hip dysplasia

The most popular pet 
nationwide seems to be: the 
large dog. Commercial and 
private breeders can hardly 
supply enough puppies to 
fill the demand for German 
shepherds, boxers and other 
imposing breeds to guard 
homes and apartments. 


Unfortunately, this de- 
mand is leading to careless 
selection of breeding stock 
by some suppliers. As a 
result. a condition called 
congenital hip dysplasia is 
showing up with increasing 
frequency. 


Hip dysplasia is a 
hereditary disease in- 
volving improper develop- 
ment of the ball-and-socket 
joint of the hip. If the socket 
is too shallow or the ball too 
flat, a misshapen joint 
which tends to come out of 


place is produced. 


Mild cases result in vary- 
ing degrees of lameness. 
Severe cases cause the hip 
to fall completely out of the 
socket, so the dog can hard- 
ly walk at all. Arthritis can 
accompany the condition as 
the dog grows older. 


The disease is most com- 
mon in large and medium- 
sized breeds — the German 
shepherd, St. Bernard, 
golden retriever, boxer and 
Great Dane. 


The cause is genetic. but 
very rapid growth, un- 
balanced diet and other fac- 
tors may aggravate the con- 
dition. Among certain 
breeds. a majority of 
animals are affected by 
some degree of hip 
dysplasia. 


Signs of hip dysplasia are 


not always immediately ob- 
vious in a young pup. The 
lameness and exaggerated 
toeing-out may not appear 
until the dog is 3-6 months 
old and is already an 
accepted member of the 
household. 


As the disease 
progresses, the dog shows 
increasing reluctance to 
stand and may sit with the 
hind legs stretched out to 
one side at an unnatural 
angle. When the dog does 
move, it may have an ab- 
norma: walk, with a 
pronounced swaying of the 
hindquartezs. 


If a pet shows signs of 
lameness, make an appoint- 
ment to see:a veterinarian. 
With the help of an X-ray, 
the veterinarian will decide 
if the cause of the lameness 
is hip dysplasia or just a 
temporary injury. 


If the dog does have hip 
dysplasia, the veterinarian 
can suggest several alter- 
natives. In mild cases, pain 
relievers, rest and limited 
exercise will make the pet 
more comfortable. 


If you wish, your 
veterinarian may be able to 
suggest an orthopedic. sur- 
geon to evaluate the dog and 
decide if surgery would 
help. In younger pets, 
where arthritis has not yet 
appeared, the hip can 
sometimes be 
reconstructed by surgery. 
In older pets, surgery may 
reduce pain and irritation, 
even though it. will not 
restore the dog’s norrnal 
walk. 

To avoid hip dysplasia. 
ask to see the parents 
before selecting a shepherd 
or other large puppy. Also, 


in the litter. since some 
affected animals show 
symptoms earlier than 
others. 


Since 1966. some kennels 
have been registering their 
breeding stock with the 
Orthopedia Foundation for 
Animals, which certifies 
that they are dysplasia- 
free. Puppies from O.F.A. 
registered stock have a 
greatly reduced chance of 
getting the disease. 


If a pet does develop hip 
dysplasis, it should not be 
used for breeding purposes. 
since this will only pass the 
trait om to anether genera- 
tion of dogs. Spaying or 
neutering of dysplastic dogs 
is definitely recommended.

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Medical society sets 
policy on child abuse 


Guidelines for dealing 
with tie medical aspects of 
child abuse have been 
deveioped by the California 
Medical Association. The 
principles emphasize: 

* The rights of children. 

* Preference for re- 
habilitation over punish- 
ment for the abusers: 

* The need for greater 
knowledge about the child - 
abuse problem, with state 
funding to underwrite such 
research and education. 

* The responsibility of 
physicians to continue to 
recognize and report child 
abuse. 


* Society’s moral and 


economic interest in 
minimizing abuse of 
children. 

CMA says children: have 
“the right to be reared in a 


manner which optimizes 
their chances for physical, 
mental and emotional 
health. This right (imposes 
an) obligation on adult 
caretakers and society ... 
and it includes the concepts 
of supervision and control 
of children by their 
parents.” 

CMA says that society 
has the obligation ‘‘to 
provide substitute parents 
to children whose natural 
ones have beer: lost to th em 


for any reason and to do 


everything possible to 
minimize the number of 
times that any child must 
shift allegiance from one 
parent figure to another.” 

Further, says the 26,000 - 
member state medical 
association, children have 
“the right to skilled health 


care whenever needed and 
to skilled legal care when 
their basic rights are 
threatened or when there is 
contention about custody, 
placement, protection or 
dependency.” 


Other points in the CMA 
guidelines: 

— Recognition ‘‘that in- 
fants and chilren are grow- 
ing and developing rapidly 
and that patterns of 
character and behavior 
tend to become fixed early 
in childhood. This makes 
each case of abuse or 
neglect an urgent one. The 
family must be 
rehabilitated quickly by in- 
tensive family care. If 
rehabilitation is not possi- 
ble, the child must be 
removed quickly ..

The technique of using 
bounce flash to simulate 
natural light can be very 
useful in making your 
pictures take on a more 
natural appearance 

The bounce flash 
technique is a rather touchy 
heast however, and there 
are several factors to take 
account before 
attempting it 


into 


it is not something you 
can do by merely pointing 
your flash unit at the ceiling 
and blasting away. There is 
a lot more to it, so here are 
a few basics 


kind of flash will 


What 


The height of the ceiling 
is important when using 
the bounced flash 
technique. For color 
photography a white 
ceiling is best. The flash 
was bounced off the 
ceiling as well as partly 
off the wall to give a 
natural look to this 
photograph of.a sculptor 
at work. 
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work best for this 
technique? 

The ability to remove the 
flash unit from your 
camera and hold it in your 
hand will chances of 
success. Even in the use of 
direct flash photography. 
the ability to remove the 
flash to create modeling 
through the use of shadows 
will be a great help to keep 
your pictures from having 
that ‘‘flat-flash’’ look which 
is very unflattering to 
subject and photographer 
alike 

The advantage of the 
removable flash unit in 
bounce photography is that 
you can hold the unit closer 
to the ceiling. This in turn 
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§ Bounce flash ahelpful te 


allows more fight to be 
bounced” or “‘reflected.’ 
Bouncing the light from 
ihe flash unit off the ceiling 
will result in a loss of about 
two full f-stops, since the 
light is being reflected from 
a surface, diffused and then 
falling onto your subject 
This is the reverse of the 
direct flash technique 
where the unit is aimed 
directly at the subject 

The height of the ceiling 
plays a very important part 
here. Normal ceilings are 
about 8 feet high. This is 
convenient for bounce flash 
since the standing photo- 
grapher can extend the unit 
in his hand and get the flash 
within 18 inches of the

the card extending beyond 
the unit. This will reflect 
some of the light directly 
forward when the flash is 
fired. The majority of the 
light will still go straight up 
to the ceiling and back 
down, but having the white 
card behind the unit, away 
from the subject, will 
reflect some of the light 
directly onto the subject. 
This should help get some 
light onto those dark eye 
sockets and foreheads. 
There are other. tricks 
such as to hold the unit 
behind you and point it at 
the ceiling at an angle 
toward the subject. The 
idea here is to bounce most 
of the light off the ceiling 
and have some fall directly 
onto the subject. Thus, 
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Canoga Park

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instead of pointing the unit 
Straight up, it is behind you, 
pointed at an angle toward 
your subject. 

This technique is rather 
tricky to use. When it works 
well. and when it doesn’t -- 
no pictures, or at the least, 
very underexposed ones. 

The’ bounce-flash 
technique will take more 
than this brief space to 
learn. I suggest you find a 
book that covers bounce 
flash and study everything 
you can before you attempt 
it. 

But by learning to 
recognize the elements 
necessary for good bounce 
flash pictures such as low, 
white ceilings, it can be 
very useful and give your 
pictures a 
professional appearance.

mountain kingsnake had

Tne mountain 
kingsnake,’’ Fullerton said, 
“is one of a number of 
native reptiles taken 
extensively by hobbyists 


and collectors, who. in many 


instances sell the snakes 
illegally 
“There is considerable 


demand for this snake and 
other snakes throughout the 
nation. We have reports 
that a mountain kingsnake 
may command as much as 
$150 on the market.” 


Fullerton said that in 
addition to depleting the 
limited population of 
mountain kingsnakes 
collectors often cause 
damage to habitat through 
the use of pry bars and 
other devices for reaching 
the reptile. 

The popularity of the 
kingsnake may be traced to 
its colorful appearance and 
the fact it is harmless to 
humans, It reaches a length 
of from 20 to 40 inches and 
has glistening scales and 
black, white and red rings, 
the red bordered on each 
side with black.

Water quality 
plans review 
date extended 


Thé public review period 
for the Southland’s water 
quality plan and its en- 
vironmental impact report 
has been extended from 
Dec. 35 to Jan. 15

“THe purpose of this ex- 
tensfon is to give the 
gen@ral public and 
governmental agencies ad- 
ditional time to review the 
plans,’’ said James H. 
Wilson, Long Beach vice 
mayor and president of the 
Southern California 
Association of 
Governments (SCAG), 


SCAG is responsible for 
preparing the water quality 
plan entitled the draft 
areawide waste treatment 
management plan, which 
contains proposed policies 
and actions to protect and 
enhance the quality of all 
ocean, inland and un- 
derground waters in the 
area, 


The plan is designed to 
meet the federal 
government's mandate that 
“fishable and swimmable” 
waters be achieved by 1983, 
according to Wilson. 


“A wide range of water 
poliution sources are 
covered by the draft plan,” 
including construction and 
agricultural activities and 
urban wastes,’’ he said.

One of the hardest hit programs in the post-Proposition 
13 budget cuts at Chaffey College was evening classes 
And night students who started school Tuesday found a 
smaller selection of more crowded classes, according to 
a college official 

Teddie Lopez, dean of instruction, said that the budget 
for part-time instructors was chopped in half, from about 
$800,000 last year to approximately $400,000 this year 

“The number (of instructors) has been cut rather 
drastically because this is where the biggest portion of 
the cuts were made as far as the staff was concerned,’ 
she said. 

The loss in the number of instructors curtailed the 
selection of classes offered shrinking attendance, accor- 
ding to Mrs. Lopez. 

“Yes, we have had a rather drastic decrease in (night) 
enrollments,’’ she said, adding that the reduced 
attendance was not in proportion to the decrease in the 
number of classes. Hence, the larger class sizes. 

Although attendance figures are not yet available, 
David Hafiz, dean of admissions and records, also thinks 


night attendance may have suffered. 

“I would suspect it’s down but I’m not certain,’’ he 
said 

Some programs, such as real estate and management 
courses, depend almost entirely on professional people 
who teach part-time, said Mrs. Lopez, adding that these 
types of programs suffered most of alli. 

“We tried not to hurt any program too much,” con- 
tinued Mrs. Lopez, who said that the budget cuts in the 
programs ‘‘was an across-the-board type of thing.”’ 

Some full-time instructors have shifted their teaching 
loads and volunteered to teach at night, she said, which 
helped prevent the evening program from becoming 
even smaller. 

This left a little more money for those programs which 
depended heavily on part-time teachers. 

“We tried to kind of balance it out by giving some of 
these programs a little more than 50 percent (of their 
previous budget),”’ she explained. 

Some lab fees and materials charges were increased 
but Mrs. Lopez said she does not think this has hurt even- 
ing enrollments because the higher fees are advertised in 
the college catalogue. 
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The situation is a little different in the California State 
College and University system where the budget is deter- 
mined by the system’s board of trustees who set fees for 
the entire string of schools. 

At California State Polytechnic University at Pomona, 
evening attendance probably has not been hurt by budget 
cuts because the program is so small, according to 
George Hart, associate dean of the School of Arts (which 
includes fine arts and the humanities). 


The trustees have ordered the universities to retain a 
larger portion of their salaries budget in reserve but 
“this probably has not had a substantial impact,” con- 
tinued Hart. 


No fee increases will be implemented unless directed 
by the trustees and so far none have been ordered, he 
said. 


Gov. Edmond G. Brown Jr. has told the university 
system to cut individual budgets by 10 percent which has 
caused much grumbling among university ad- 
ministrators. 


As for what impact is expected at Pomona, no one 
knows, according to Hart.
